  18   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  19  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

  26     (I) A system for the collection and remittance of costs, fines, 
  27  penalties, and forfeitures collected by the District Court; AND

   2  PRESCRIBED IN A TRAFFIC CITATION ISSUED UNDER TITLE 26, SUBTITLE 2 OF THE

   6   (c) A traffic citation issued to a person under this section shall contain: 
 
   7    (1) A notice to appear in court, including a notice that, if the offense is 
   8  not punishable by incarceration, the person may request a hearing regarding 
   9  sentencing and disposition in lieu of a trial as provided in § 26-204(b)(2) of this 
  10  subtitle; 
 
  11    (2) The name and address of the person; 
 
  12    (3) The number of the person's license to drive, if applicable; 
 
  13    (4) The State registration number of the vehicle, if applicable; 
 
  14    (5) The violation charged; 
 
  15    (6) Unless otherwise to be determined by the court, the time when and 
  16  place where the person is required to appear in court; 
 
  17    (7) THE MAILING ADDRESS TO WHICH A PERSON MAY REMIT A

  22    [(8)]   (9)  On the side of the citation to be signed by the person, a clear 
  23  and conspicuous statement that: 
 
  24     (i) The signing of the citation by the person does not constitute an 
  25  admission of guilt; and 
 
  26     (ii) The failure to sign may subject the person to arrest; and 
 
  27    [(9)]   (10)   Any other necessary information.
